Six monrths ago it was shown that political attorneys
were employed and paid fat fees to settle tax cases in
defiance of a plain law deelaring that this should not be
done without approval of the Attorney General. No such
approval was obtained. The facts were put before Alter
as Attorney General so that he could not evade them. It
was hig duty to sue to recover those illegal fees. But to
do so would hurt a group of machine leaders now actively
supporting him. So he didn’t. That is the Snyder case.
